GOVERNMENT CLOSES TEN COMMUNITY RADIO STATIONS 

ACEniemberLnis Fleming of Maryland forwards a copy of a December internet message from the Solidarity 
Action Network of AMARC, the World Association Community Radio Broadcasters, which notes that El

The AMARC release noted that all of the stations used low power transmitters of 100 w 
thus "were heard only in the immediate vicinity of the municipality in which they were located." The 
release claimed that no interference complaints had been received on any of the ten stations. None of the 
stations had licenses, but some have been operating throughout the 1990V The government action was 
justified ss necessary to prevent "confusion" in El Salvador broadcasting. ARPAS said that "If 
Salvadoran laws restrict the use of radio to the state and commercial spheres, if public service and social 
and cultural development are not part of the broadcasting norm, if the laws do not support the rights of 
citizens and civil society to have access to the means of communication, then it is urgent that these laws 

Both ARPAS and AMARC have asked that messages of protest be sent to the President of El Salvador, 
requesting the return of confiscated equipment, a return to the air of the stations, an acceleration of the 
process of granting broadcast licenses in El Salvador, and a review of Salvadoran broadcast legislation 
"to ensure that it is in accordance with El Salvador's situation as a new democracy." If you'd like to drop 
a note to the Prez, his address is Sr. Armando Calderon Sol, Presidente de la Republics, Casa 
PresidenciaL San Salvador, El Salvador.

It's been a long time since we have seen any clandestine activity in El Salvador, formerly a hotbed for 
this with stations such as the famous Radio Venceremos. It is unclear if the squabble between the 
community radio stations and ANTEL might lead to any new clandestine and pirate activity. The 
community stations were obviously local operations, although the release from AMARC does not clarify 
if they used medium wave or the FM broadcast band. Shortwave operations would probably be unlikely. 
But, this interesting turn Of events is worth paying attention to.

I 
received two letters with postmarks around Halloween that were delivered about Thanksgiving. One 
was an interesting station newsletter from Dr. Lobotomy at pirate station East Coast Music Radio. (If 
you art interested in . copy of this, you can send either a reception report to the station or s request for 
the newsletter with three 32* stamps, $1 US, or 3 IRC. to their maildrop in WellrviUe). The other letter 
was from ACE member Steve Fochner of New York. Both letters were clearly addressed to my address 
of 3492 West 123rd Street in Cleveland. On the front of the envelope, somebody at 3492 East 123rd 
Street took the trouble to throw them back into the mail, with a notation of, "Please deliver to the 
address showing. It war delivered to an east side address." Perhaps we need to take up a collection to 
mail a compass and map to the Cleveland Post Office. I therefore am sorry that Steve's information did 
not make it into last month's edition of The ACE. 

Steve reports that he heard La Voz del CID on 6305 kHz from 0630-0800' UTC on October 26 with a 
good signal of S9+30db. However, be notes that "they are still being jammed." Steve said that on this 
occasion the Cubans were using a "warbler" noise, apparently offset slightly below the CID carrier 
frequency being used by CID. The content of this show included a critical discussion of Fidel Castro's

jammer go QRT at 0802 UTC. 

Steve laments the departure of Radio Caiman, which had interesting programming. He asks for s 
Caiman address, but I also ask for one. Nobody ever found a means to communicate with them through 
the CIA, although John Santosuosso claims to have received a Caiman QSL as a submission to 
Monitoring Times when he was editing the "Outer Limits" column several years sgo. Steve slao asks for 
a CID address. They have been a pretty good verifier over the years from several different addresses. 
One that I believe is still working is Apartado Postal 8130. San Jose 1000, Costa Rica. A cheaper 
address via US mail, although given their treatment of Steve', letter to me I cannot vouch for the fact 

list, is AFINSA Portugal, R. Ricardo Jorge 53, 4000 Porto, Portugal. 

Another CID logging come, in this month from ACE member Oigi Lytle of Texas. For a change Gigi 
was not visiting Europe on December 12, so from Texas she pulled in La Voz del CID on 9942 kHz at 
1300 UTC. Gigi heard CID in competition with a severe case of bubble jamming, but the station was 
nevertheless audible despite the interference. Gigi said that Cuban jamming of anti-Castro clandestines 
and quasi-clandestines was all over 3 1 meters at the time, including a jammer of Radio Marti on 9565 
kHz that managed to aUo blot out Korea on 9570 kHz. CIDs longstanding 31 meter frequency is 
normally 9941.6v kHz in the daytime and early evening, with about 100 or 200 Hz of variation over a 
period of days. Every once in a while they will even drop down 5 kHz or so in an evasive action against 
the jammers, but this is not usually very successful. 

I have two tip. from different source, that may be making some headway on the ancient issue of 
speculation on the QTH of the CID transmitter. Conventional wisdom has held for a long time that the 
transmitter lite is someplace within Guatemala. One of my sources tends to confirm this, while another 
carts some doubt on it Until we get some additional information from ongoing investigations, HI leave 
this question hanging. 

By the way. Gigi's Marti log above is listed in Passport as via the Voice of America transmitter in 
Delano, California. The station previously announced in mid-November mat they would no longer be 
leasing time for Radio Marti broadcasts via WHRI in Indiana. Budgetary constraints were cited ai the 
reason for the WHRI elimination.

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EURO REPORT

Hello fellow ACE reader*. We're back again with many newt concerning the NA stations that made it to 
Europe in times' past Surely, there were several stations being relayed in Europe, but others made it across the 
pood! Unfortunately, since early October, the conditions became poor for any US reception. We Euros hope 
things may "normalize" soon. 

RFM started things offby being heard over here in the AM mode on the 2nd of September, on the usual 6955 
kHz. Later on that night NAPRS and EAST COAST MUSIC RADIO were heard, the latter in the AM mode 
on 6938 kHz! Conditions were nice again the next weekend when Dr. Lobotomy of ECMR was on testing his 
equipment in playing Hawaiian music! Unfortunately, still unidentified is the one station I personally beard on 
September 10th on 6953 kHz, playing the choral "Battle hymn of the Republic" • the same that Jesse Rose 
heard! That same Sunday morning the "grateful" KDED were relayed via the facilities of the "unpretentious" 
German CRAZY WAVE RADIO on 6260 kHz, unfortunately conditions were poor that time! 

KDED made it again on September 16th on 3908 kHz via the Scandinavian NAPRS relay service 
counterpart - NEPRS - which stands for the NORTHERN EUROPEAN PIRATE RELAY SERVICE! 
Anyway, it's nice to listen to all this Grateful Dead stuff, which is unknown here for all those young listeners! 
That same night the American NAPRS relayed the Finish NORTHERN MUSIC RADIO, heard with a weak 
signal Unfortunately, a warbler on 6957 kHz became too strong for any nice U.S. reception in Europe during 
the future weeks! 

Anyway, another week with US reception was September 23rd with a NAPRS relay of Scandinavian BILL 
COSMIC SPACE RADIO and its strange presentations including a musical collection of mixed punk and 
country. Sunday morning OUTLAW RADIO was heard twice via RADIO MIRAGE on 6280 kHz but the 
reception suffered by low voice audio in the "outlaw" studio! We have word that OUTLAW RADIO will be 
relayed again - this time from Holland by a well-known mediumwave pirate powerhouse! It seems this relay 
will be one of the first onea ever made on Mediumwave for an American pirate in Europe. 

We're coming to the last weekend in September when we heard WLIS in rarely used LS B mode and later on I 
picked up some few parts of a MICRODOT RADIO program on 6955 USB! I was told that this was no EAST 
COAST station this time! 

Meanwhile, RADIO AIRPLANE provided superb QSL material for their European audience recently and all 
of us here say "THANK YOU"! Well done! By the way, the same to ECMR, NAPRS, UATWR, KDED, 
WLIS, ASR and many morel 

On Friday "the" 13th of October I caught some signals slightly below 6955 in USBI 2 weeks later I realized 
that I definitely heard FRIDAY RADIO! October 15th saw RADIO USA with some Hallo bits and German 
station SUNSHINE RADIO INTERNATIONAL, the latter again via the NAPRS relay on the usual 6955 
USB! WITCH CITY RADIO was audible in the UK on October 28th in the very late night here with superb 
signals! European RADIO'S ZODIAC and TITANIC tested to the US A but suffered from poor conditions then! 
Both say, they will do H again! 

November 4th saw yet another NEPRS relay, this time for HIT PARADE RADIO with Dale Dorman and 
his Halloween Top 10 on 3900 kHz in the USB mode! By the way, an old HIT PARADE tape was relayed via 
Irish JOLLY ROGER RADIO in early September on 6220 kHz! Meanwhile back in Europe only RADIO 
TITANIC celebrated Halloween, audible now and then with really scary shows on 76 meters. On November 
19th they were heard via RADIO MIRAGE too, probably the same show that was heard in the USA on Oct 
22nd? Who knows?!? 

All in all, the year 1995 has become the most unusual and exciting year as far as the US reception was 
concerned. Hunting for U.S. stations and signals is popular here as H never was before, and we eagerly await a 
big winter party during the forthcoming months! During 1995, U.S. st 



At the end we have some more EURO information: Pirate Andy's well-known PIRATE FREAKS 
BROADCASTTNO SERVICE (PFBS) celebrated Ha 10th anniversary in November and we hope hell be back 
more often in the future! WEEKEND MUSIC RADIO may be on again around Christmas on all the bands! 

Reception conditions in Europe improved a bit - always the main problems are the long skip conditions which 
we really dont like over here. You should know that all potential listeners are living in a range of about 2000 
km at a maximum - 1000 km is the "normal" range of those low powered transmitters with 10 to 50 watts! 
Sundown in Europe is now about 15.30 UTC and it's really dark at 16.00 UTC until about 06.30 UTC! We 
have word that DX testa on 13900 kHz in SSB at about 17.00 UTC with more than 100 watts may occur soon 
from Europe and well keep you informed all about HI Please have a listen to 15030 - 15045 kHz on 14.00 
UTC, and on 48 meters at about 23.00 UTC and 06.00 UTC because we expect some nighttime tests to North 
America!! I really wonder why nobody in the USA is able to catch signals in the 3900 to 3945 kHz range at 
22.00-01.00 UTC that is really popular here nowadays! 

Well this concludes this years' Euro-reports. I hope I didn't forget anything I'd like to wish a Merry 
Christmas and a prosperous New Year to all of you, wito lott tfruce DX catches. 73's, Rainer!

These transistors are rated at 12 votts DC; they have some heavy-duty cousins that require 28 
volts DC to operate to their potential:

These latter devices are QUITE expensive, to say the least I The 12 volt transistors are wed 
within reach of a casual builder, however. 

The RF Data Sheets Include test curves and schematic, of test circuits but no P board 
artwork; these are simple enough that one should be able to "breadboard- an amp or for the 
more adventurous, bum your own PC boards. 

For those who do not wish to "roll your own", there is a company who sells kits or finished 
models of 25 watt (12 volt) or 100 watt (24 volt) models. My good friend H.V. Short sent me 
this info on RF Parts, 435 South Pacific St, San Marcos, CA 92069. Call (619) 744-0700 for 
info, or (800) 737-2787 for orders only. Their model 1 525 Is their 1 5-25 watt model, while their 
model 2100 is their 100 watt version. They warn potential customers that these are not to be 
used for anything other than "licensed amateur radio applications" Inside the U.S A (but I'm 
sure they'd be o k. for missionary/community stations In other countries!). 

For your information, the model 1525 use MRF229 (NTE341) and an MRF233 (NTE350). 

Since the FCC will not license any FM station below 100 watts, these could not be used for 
enhancing Part 15 transmitters inside the U.S A (or It's possessions?), but they are In use 
worldwide In permlssable countries. If you have a missionary friend that requires a little more 
"oomphl" for the village signal, feel free to helpl The question is, could one feasibly get through 
the hassle of red tape and put on a 100 watt community station? Most likely not, since the FCC 
caters to big-money interests; one must have at least $50K just to cover legal and engineering 
fees to even get started! Oh well, maybe one day; In the meantime, keep It legal and put out 
quality programming at 100 mwl (For those who wish to receive the application notes without 
having to buy the whole book, send $5 to my address above for about 40 pages, sent 1 st Class 
mail - for Informational purposes only! 1 1
